SUBJECT: The General Mark Clark Task Force. 


1. On 29 November 1951 Mr. Carey advised me that it had been de- 
cided that both Colonels Miller and Lane would participate in the in- 
spection of the DD/a area in accordance with my suggestion. 


2. It now appears that Colonel Miller will finish the DD/I area 
on 17 December and that he and Colonel Lane will start an inspection of 
the Office of Communications on the afternoon of 16 December and con- 
tinue through 17 December. Messrs, Foley and Mag ruder will continue in 
the Office of Scientific Intelligence through the 17th of December. 

3. The month of February will be spent in travel and it is planned 
to reserve the month of March for a discussion of the group’s findings 
and in writing its report which is to be submitted by the 31st of March. 
This leaves the month of January for the Office of the Deputy Director 

( Adiaini strati on ), the Offices of Personnel and Training, and the staff 
of the Inspector General. 

U. I told Mr. Carey that I would figure on approximately three 
weeks for the DD/A area and would work up a definite schedule and submit 
it for consideration at an early date.
